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TWENTY YEARS ago Moscow 
made its first serious — and 
successful — bid at infiltrating the 
Arab world when, at the height of 
the Cold War, the late President 
Abdul Nasser of Egypt concluded 
his notorious ‘Czech arms" deal. 

But to Judge by the scathing 
and rather bitter references to the 
Soviet Union In President Anwar 
Sadat's speech Monday night, two 
decades of careful and systematic 
cultivation have not helped the 
Kremlin make much headway in 
Egypt herself, while its perfor- 
mance in other parts of the Arab- 
Moslem world is scarcely more 
impressive. From Algeria and 
Morocco in the west to Sudan and 
the Arabian Peninsula in the 
south, and Iraq in the cast to Syria 
and Lebanon in the north, no Arab 
communist party or group has 
gained anything like a firm 
foothold in government for any 
significant spell of time. 

As far as one can judge, the 
genera] trend seems in fact to be a 
distinctly downward one 
everywhere. Moscow's own es- 
timate of the situation remains 
something of a puzzle, what with 
Soviet pronouncements and 
silences being as inscrutable as 
always. 

But speculation about 
Moscow's plans and hopes con- 
tinue. A few weeks ago Lord Chal- 
font, In the second of a serics of 
three anticles in the London Times 
written following conversations 
with Major-General Jan Sejna 
(described as having been “Firat 
Secretary of the Communist Par- 
ty in the Czechoslovak Ministry of 
Defence" before he fled to the 
West in 1908), asserted that behind 
Moscow's recent and present tac- 
ties lay a clear strategic aim — 
“to achieve by the middle of the 
1980s a firm Communist base in 
the Middie East through the 
nationalization of oil and the rise 
of national Communist parties." 

The Soviet calculation, he add- 
ed, was that by the late 1070s the

national Communism would have 
galned such a foothold in the Mid- 
dle Bast that the ofl weapon could 
be used to bring about the final 
collapse of capitaliam." 

According to Lord Chalfont, 
moreover, ''Sovict policies in the 
Middle Hast continue to prosper, 
and although a few minor tactical 
adjustments may have heen 
necessary there is no evidence to 
suggest that the long-term aim of 
domination of the area by the mld- 
dle of the 1980s has substantially 
changed.”

The book, written by a 
faithful though throroughly 
modernized Moslem scholar and 
man of letters, Dr. Mustafa 
Mahmoud, is ‘'Marxism: and 
Islam,’’ published by the

ITS TOPICALITY stems from 
the fact that the whole subject of 
Soclalism and Marxism has 
become part of the current con- 


‘troversy over the question of 


Nasser and Nasseriam and what 
many ‘observers, both in Egypt 
and abroad, perceive as a 
systematic campaign to discredit 
the Jate Egyptian leader’s legacy. 
“De-Naszerization,"” as it is com- 
monly called, today, is: often 
abetted by ostensibly theoretical 
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life, arguing that it embodies most 
of the progressive, forward- 
looking ideas of today. These in- 
elude equallty of opportunity. 
social insurance, “collective - 
seeurity,” freedom from hunger. 
a delicate balance between in- ° 
dividual Hberty and the re-' 
quirements of public order. 
private ownership and public 
ownership, state interference in 
the economy, and so on, [n fact, he 
argues, Islam combines the best 
in both capitalism and socialism . 
and safeguards the interests bath 
of the individual and of soclety. 

In the course of his book, Dr. 
Mustafa deplores ‘‘suspicious - 
attempts" by Marxists to find af- 
finities between Isiam and Marx- 
ism. These attempts, he asserts, 
are nothing short of deception, © 
since belief and atheism are | 
mutually exclusive. It is not 
without some frony, however, that . 
his own list of Islam's ~ 
“progressive ideas'' used less .. 
than a decade ago to be cited as 
proof that Islam and Socialism 
had many things ἴῃ common. 
These analogies, made In the 
years of Nasser's Arab Socialism 
by Moslem aavants rather than by 
Marxist apologists, tend to show 
how reallient and flexible present- 
day theologlana can be. 

In arguing that Islam and 
Marxism cannot be reconciled, © 
Dr, Mustafa leans heavily on the | 
subject of freedom.

Dr. Muatafa's book is disap-

The bulk of 
his treatise consists of various 
points of general criticism of 
Marzism as a socio-economic anc 
philosophical creed, the truth or 
falsehood of Marx's propheaica

This 
absence of freedom "renders life 
mechanical," while the suppres- 
sion of religion leads to man's 
aplritual Isolation and robs him of 
his defences. 


THE IMPRESSION onc ia liable 
to get from Dr. Mustafa's 
arguments ia that freedom, 
political ag well as individual, is a 
strong point in Islam. The truth, 
however, is that it ia not, certainly 
not with Islam as it has becn prac- 
tised. In a now classic essay on 
Communism and Islam written 
over twenty years ago, Professor 
Bernard Lewis remarks on how 
after World War II the more or 
less Fascist regimes of eastern 
and central Europe, by 8. few sim- 
Ple adjustments, were soon 
transformed into Communiat 
gtates, “for which the machinery 
and personnel of repression, and 
the habit of acquiescence in it, 
were ready to hand.” Turning to 
the subject at hand, he adda: "The 
political experience and traditions 
of Islam, though very different 
from those of eastern Europe, do 
nevertheless contain elements 
which might, In certain cir- 
cumstances, prepare the way for 
Communism." 

However, judging by the ups 
and downs of the Communist 
eause In the Moslem-Arab world 
during the past two decades, one. 
cannot help wondering why Com-.: 
muntam has made so little 
headway, One key to an anawer is 
offered by Lewis. "Communism," 
he writes towards the end of his 
paper, ‘‘is not and cannot be a 
rellgion, while Islam, for the great 
mass of believers, still is; and that 
is the core of the Islamie.

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EACH YEAR, when the ‘‘Haasidic 
Song Festival'’ brings its 
twitching shoulders and gyrating 
pelyises to our television screens, 
one wonders anew: Ia this what it 
has all come to? Is this how two 
centuries of homely yet exalted 
beauty in Jewish life are reaching 
their unexalted end, in a 8&t. 
Vitus’ dance? 

The shoulders and pelvises 
themselves dance, of course, al! 
the way to the bank. There is no 
copyright on the word “‘hassidic," 
and there 18 obviously plenty of 
money to be made from the 
religious nostalgia which seems to 
affect Jewish record-buyers and 
eoncert-goers in Israel and 
abroad. 

A greater departure from 
authenticity would be hard to im- 
agine. And yet, when onc visits the 
supposed repositories of hassidic 
authenticity, the ‘'courts’’ of the 
Rebbes of Gur, Belz and Vishnitz, 
where ostensibly nothing has 
changed and the modes of 
yesteryear are painstakingly 
preserved, one is beset by other 
doubts, 

Is thia the authentic continua- 
tion of a way of life which, before 
Hitler, embraced millions of our 
people, and which was decimated 
but not utterly destroyed? Is it 
destined to grow again, to recap- 
ture the hearts of the Jewish 
masses? Or Ja It in fact ἃ muacum: 
piece, a remnant preserved like 
Pompol from a historical 
catastroplie, Hable to crumbte it 
exposed to the world around It, 
hermetically sealed for self: 
Preservation," self-perpctuation, 
destined to a peripheral existence 
oh the touchlines of Jow!sh 
reality?

MAKING HASSIDISM RELEVANT 


: While taost hassidic courts withdrew into themselves in the aftermath of the Holocaust, a small number of 
Ἂ hassidic rabbis have successfully reached out into the wider Jewish world. One of them is Rebbi LEVI

everywhere. Critics sometimes 
wonder, unkindly, whether the 
“word" Is Orthodox Judaism — or 
specifically Lubavitch hagsidism. 

Perhaps the Lubavitchers’ 
greater resilience compared to 
the other hassidic houses stems 
from the difference in their ex- 
perience. Lubavitch's trauma was 
a drawn-out event that has not yet 
ended. It began with Stalin, who 
drove out the previous Rebbe and 
his family and cut off Russian 
Jewry, within which Lubavitch 
hassidiam mainly flourished, 
from the world outside. 2 

The Lubavitcher Rebbes, like’ 
other Russian emigré leaders, 
had to adapt to their Western sur- 
roundings while at the same time 
maintaining tenuous an 
dangerous contact with their 
followers behind the Iron Curtain.

other campuses which abound on 
the New England coast. 

“We have every kind of head 
and every kind of headgear..." 
Rabbi Horowltz told me In a re- 
cent interview. ‘Pony-talls with 
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floppy hats, knitted yarmulkas, 
‘sshtreimela — you can find them 
all in my synagogue.'* 

The regular community 
numbers several scores of mainly 
young, mainly professional 
families. But each shabbat it is 
augmented by dozens of students, 
passing through, visiting, looking 
for a new experience — or for 
thelr own identity. 

The Rebbe prefers his guests to 
apend the whole shabbat in the 
community, Friday evening, they 
eat with the Rebbe at his “tsh’’ 
(the traditional hasaidic festive 
“table"'). The girls — often they 
drift in alone, sometimes they 
come together with their boy- 
friends — eat separately with the 
rebbiisin In an adjoining room. 
The ‘‘tish,"’ the Rebbe explains, is 
considered an extension of the 
synagogue service, hence the re- 
quirement of segregation.

magazine) or within the Rebbe's 
own community which provides 
separate yeshiva programmes for 
boys and girls. 

The community itaelf com- 
prises a nucleus of young yeshiva 
and university graduates and 
their wives, mostly from New 
York, living and working in 
Boston. ‘'The great thing with 
us,"' the Rebbe says, ‘is that a 
Yeshiva University boy or a Tora 
Vada'at boy won't look down on a 
newcomer. We have no second- 
class citizens...'' 


NISWCOMERS WHO wish to join 
the community are absorbed with 
care — and without the lurches to 
extremism that sometimes be- 
fuddle “‘ba’alet teshuva.”” ‘We 
don't allow people to come off the 
streets, take off thelr dungarees 
and put on a bekeshe (hassidic 
coat),"' the Rebbe says firmly. 

Most of the established 
hassidim, In fact, do not wear the 
traditional garb, though there are 
a few who do and the Rebbe and 
his three sons wear the full 
regalia, Including white socks. 

His clothes, the Rebbe saya, do 
not deter young visitors. On the 
contrary, the youngstera accept 
them naturally, since they 
enhance “‘the rabbi image" which 
they are seoking. They have, none 
of the hang-ups which cause their 
eldera sometimes to raevile the 
traditional garb. 

In this aonnectton, the Rebbe 
tells the story of his cousin, 
another hassidic gentleman, who, 
once flying by plane to Israel, was 
soundly berated in Yiddish by a 
more ‘‘emancipated'' fellow 
American Jew for dressing as he 
did. “ἋΣ beg your pardon” the 
hassid said quietly, in plummy 
New England English, explaining 
that he spoke only English and 
was a member of a devout Chris- 
tian raect. The New Yorker 
apologized fulsomely, whereupon 
the hassid turned on him in juicy 
Yiddish, decrying his self- 
conscious hypocrisy... 

Since most of his hassidim are 
new to hassidiam, the traditional 
rebbe-hassid relationship is 
necessarily modifled in Boston. 
There is much less of the 
authoritarianism and mystique 
which traditionally characterized 
the rebbe-hassid dialogue, and 
still pertains among the other 
hassidic houses. 


“TT'S AN open relationship,"" 
Rabbi Horowitz says. "In the 
olden days, no hagsid would dare 
ask ‘Why?!

With engaging frankness, Rabb!

IN THE PAST the Isracl Health 
Resorts Authority, following an 
accepted pattern, relicd mainly 
on travel agents to sell the Dend 
Sea's unique physieal features to 
tourlsts.

CURES FROM THE DEAD SEA 


The power of mie Dead ae world's warmest—to cure certain human afflictions, has been known since biblical times. Recently, 
thousands of north European “health vacationers” have freely attested to it, says Post tourism reporter GEORGE LEONOF.

In 
this lowest point on earth the un- 
usual density of atmosphere and 
high coneentration of oxygen 
filter out harmful ultra-violet 
rays, protecting the skin from 
blisters and sunburn. 

Here patients under medical 
supervision can be exposed to the 
sun for up to eight hours a day the 
year round. All other resorts must 
discontinue climatic cures from 
the end of October to May. At the 
height of summer, the basin’s 
dry climate permits longer activi- 
ty in the open than at similar 
temperatures In more humid con- 
ditions.

What manner of man was 
Mordecai Manuel Noah? 

Born in Philadelphia in 1786, 
Noah became a journalist, politi- 
clan and playwright, while 
remaining an ardent and devoted 
Jew. His plan to establish Ararat 
a8 a temporary refuge for the. 
Jews of Europe and his appeal to 
them to emigrate to the United 
States brought down upon his 
head an avalanche of wrath and 
criticism, He was called a 
charlatan by European rabbis and 
was accused of promoting a real- 
estate scheme by his political 
enemies and portrayed as a 
scatter-brain obsessed with gran- 
diose ideas. : 

In a letter which has recently 
come to light, dated October 22, 
1825, about a month after the 
dedication, he wrote in response 
to an enquiry by one Erasmus 
H. Simon: 

“TI did not venture on this bold 
and novel project, without an- 
ticlpating all that prejudice, 
suspicion, doubt, il! will and 
superstition would say; the ex- 
perience which public life has af- 
forded, warned me of all the 
obstacles which 1 should en- 
counter, in the successful comple- 
tion of the great object in view. 
Looking upon these things with 
the coldness of a philosopher, and 
not with the fretful impatience of 
a visionary enthusiast, I have 
delberately acted and atand as 
the pioneer of the great work, 
leaving others to complete it, and 
reap their share of honour and 
glory,... When sneerg and

(Their motive was presumably a 
purely business one, with‘one eye 
on the Imminent opening of the 
Erie Canal.) When the 
Westchester colony fell apart in 
May 1826 it was probably too late 
for Noah to call off the dedication 
of Ararat and the ceremony was 
hold on September 15, 1825. 


NOAH'S DREAM of the Return to 
Zion crystallized in 1844 and 1805 
a8 a politica] idea of international 
dimensions with Jewish 
Mesalanic overtones. He believed 
Isracl had been sufficiently 
punished for its sins and that the 
prophetic ideal of the Return was 
coming to pass. 

But his practical, political plan 
now became the peaceful 
purchase of the land of Palestine 
from the Turkish government 
with the blessing and cooperation 
of the great Christian powers of 
Europe. 

"The first step is to solicit from 
the Sultan of Turkey pormission 
for the Jews to purchase and hold 
land; to build houses, and to 
follow any occupation they may 


desire, without molestation and πὸ

This 
atatistle cameo out of a public poll 
commissioned by Elite Isracl 
Chocolates and Swects Manufac- 
turing Ltd. 

Eillte Ltd. owns Licber Ltd. and 
{t owns the Nazareth Candy Com- 
pany Ltd. (the C.D. label). The 
Elite enterprises also include ins- 
tant coffee plants at Safed (Elite 
brand), at Belt Shemesh (Lieber 
brand), regular coffee (Elite 
label, at Lod), the Shahal tchina- 
halva plant at Safed, and the 
Priman Citrus canning factory in 
Ramat Gan. 

With it all, Elite controls about 
05 per cent of the market in 
chocolate bars, 50 to 60 per cent in 
hard candies and filled chocolates 
(pralines), 50 per cent in wafers, 
80 per cent in chewing gum and 90 
per cent in instant coffee. (Its only 
coffee competitor is Chico-Lod, 
which makes the Royal and 
Superso!l brands.)

Other shops 
are free, says Blite, to sell any 
candies they wish. 


WHEN I DID my earHer article on 
handmade chocolates, much 
emphasis was put on the fact that 
“good chocolate’ is made from 
cacoa butter, without any 
substitute vegetable fats, Mosevics 
clarified this by saying that under 
Israeli law, a product may be call- 
ed “'chooolate" only if it does not 
contain vegetable fat other than 
cocoa butter, which 18 the of] from 
the cocoa bean itself, 

The top-quality chocolate made 
by Elite and Lieber 1s manufac- 
tured here under licence from 
Swiss firms and sold under the 
brand names "Maestrant" (Elite) 
and "Camille-Bloch" (Lieber). It 
Costs juat over twice as much per 
100-grams as does the aimple 
price-controlled chocolate. The 
Swiss cence arrangement, Baya 
Mosevies, is both ta take advan- 
tage of the foreign know-how, and 
also, quite frankly, to compate 
with the “sob appeal'' which 
foreign products have: for the 
Israeli public. : ore 

The chocolate-coating on 


 praiines is a subject apart from 


plain chocolate bars. The expen- 
sive praline companies insist that 
these too be made with pure cocoa 
butter, whereas Mosevics argues 
that some vegetable oils in the 
coating, “couverture” to use the 
French professional term, is 
desirable as it makes {t less likely 
to melt and whiten. Whatever the 
reason, Elite-Lieber-C.D. coated 
pralines are much cheaper — up 
to about IL42 a kilo, compared 
with IL65 to L100 for the hand- 
made types. 


HOWEVER CLEAN a bar or box 
of chocolates is when It leaves a 
factory, there is no guarantee it 
will not "develop worms" by the 
time the consumer opens it, accor- 
ding to Avi Pelossof, who Is both a 
lawyer and Eilite's Deputy Manag- 
ing Director. Chocolate can easily 
be contaminated by worms which 
infiltrate from cther products 
nearby in a grocery shop or 
household cupboard. If a con- 
sumer sends a wormy container of 
chocolates back to the Elite fac- 
tory, Ramat Gan, it will be ex- 
changed and the postage paid, he 
says (Barth does the same), 
Elite can judge the date of produc- 
tion from the codc on the package. 


IF ELITE IS convineed that its 
role as 8 monopoly is good for the 
consumer, other bodies are not 50 
sure. The Israel Consumer Coun- 
cil, for instance, is not ready to 
voice an opinion yet, but it has 
begun an Investigation of the Elite 
monopoly, says Council Director 
Maya Tavory. At thia stage, a 
Council-hired economist is com- 
paring prices of Elite-Liebor-C.D. 
products with those of other 
manufacturers here and abroad. 
At a later stage, the quality of the 
monopoly's products will be 
laboratory-tested against other 
brands. 


A FIRM WHICH is already con- 
vinced that the Elite monopoly is 
not good for the country is the 
competitor Barth Ltd., which, 
though far below Elite in size, Is 
nevertheless a sizable enterprise 
whose products are seen in prac- 
tically overy supermarket and 
candy store. 

Ya'acov Barth, heir to the 40- 
year-old family firm, Insists that 
the existence of the Elite monopo- 
ly is 8 “bad influence not only on 
prices but also on the quality of 
sweets in Israel.'' He says that 
open competition between several 
large firms would be a far better 
way to keep prices down than 
through government supervision 
of a monopoly's prices. ‘In the 
whole world, governments fight 
against monopolies. Here, the 
Government created the 
monopoly,'' says Barth rather 
bitterly, 

According to Barth, Hlite's hold 
on the market is a deterrent to in- 
vestors in other candy factories, 
including bis. Without investment 
and Government Incentives to 
modernize existing Israeli fac- 
torles, he fears that Israeli 
chocolates will not be able to com- 
pete even on the home market 
ance the Buropean Common

THE PRACTICE of eating stuffed : 
vine leaves on Succot, a custom 
which both marks the grape 
harveat in Israel and provides a 
convenient dish for the Succah 
may well be one of the older 
Jewish food habits still in ex- 
istence. 

While there !s no record of when 
the practice began, it is certainly 
part of the Jewish cultural 
heritage. The Jews of Eastern 
Europe, lacking grape vines, "." 
prepared stuffed cabbage leaves us 
for the holiday. In the curious δ 
manner in which eating habits 
evolve, some Israelis from 
Eastern Europe avidly seek out 
the few carly cabbages available, 
so as to continue their family 
tradition. 

Aside from being appropriate 
for the holiday, stuffed grape 
jeaves are a pleasant dish, 
rolatively simple to prepare. It is 
a great pity to leave them in the 
hands of restaurateurs, many of 
whom not only charge excessive- 
ly, but prepare them badly. 

If you have no grape arbour at . 
hand, buy half a kilo of leaves . 
(about 30). When no fresh leaves 
are available, any good vendor of 
pickles and olives should also 
have vine leaves preserved in - 
brine. Trim the stems with a ᾿ 
aclasors. a 

While the excess salt should be : 
washed from the pickled leaves 
with hot water, the fresh leaves, 
on the other hand, are made limp. 
and workable by soaking them in ᾿ 
a bowl of boiling water, to which a τ 
gencrous spoonful of salt has boan τ 
added. 


USING more boiling water, cover ᾿ 
about two cups of rice and leave it~ | 
to soak for at least an half hour. :

autobiography, Ben-Gurion per- 
auaded the United Religious Front 
to accept a woman as Minister of 
Labour in his coalition govern- 
ment of 1949 by arguing that, if an- 
cient Israel could have a female 

, modern Isracl could have a 
woman cabinet minister, There 
were apparently Iimits to the 
analogy; later the Orthodox 
politiclans refused point blank to 
have her as mayor of Tel-Aviv, 
and would not enter a coalition 
munieipal council headed by her. 

Deborah was the only woman 
who made it to the political sum- 
mit in her day; Golda [5 the only 
one who reached the top in ours, 
So the comparison is inevitable. 
Nevertheless, it seems to me, she 
bears a far greater resemblance 
to Brecht's Mother Courage than 
to the fighting judge, prophetess 
and poet that Deborah was. 
Golda, to judge from her own ver- 
slon of herself, had the earthy vir- 
tues, tenacity, and unshakable 
will of Brecht's heroine — and 
also her simplicity. There ia 
nothing complex or tortuous about 
the woman who records this 
history of her intensely busy life. 

Her sister Sheyna once accused 
Golda of being incapable of hav- 
ing a private life, of having im- 
mersed everything in her public 
life. This allegation is certainly 
borne out by the autobiography. 
There are no revelations here of a 
secret Golda, a being torn by the 
doubts and introspection thal 
might make other people of her 
age look back In anguish. She has 
her torments, but they are prac: 
tical ones — did she de all she 
should have in 1957, as Foreign 
Minister, to explain Israel's case 
to the world, so that her country 
would not have stood alone in 
June, 19077 Was she herself to 
blame for some of the follles and 
errors of October, 1073? 

But she never questions her 
long-accepted Zionlat Soeialiat 
philosophy or the convictions that 
have governed her life. Mra, Meir 
herself says In n short foreword 
that she never kept diaries or 
wrote Iettera; ahe is ne Moshe 
Sharett, hurrying to confide to hia 
dary his complaints about hls 
colleagues.

LAST THURSDAY'S “Tandu" 
brought us three remarkable 
young Israclis, who rebut the 
allegation that the younger 
generation is not concerned about 
social and other problems in our 
society.

1π 1870, when he was a 
schoolboy, he and a group of his 
fetlow-atudents had the effrontery 
to write to the then Premier, 
Golda Meir, criticizing her for not 
allowing Nahum Goldmann to 
negotlate with the Hgyptians. 
Their point, as potentlal soldiers 
in the Israel Defence Forces, was 
that every alternative to war 
should be explored. 

The Press got hold of the letter, 
and the schoolboys were widely 
Condemned as cowards, anti- 
patriots, and all kinds of awful 
things, largely by people who 
were over fighting age or exempt 
for other reasons from front-line 
battle duty. EH admitted that his 
father, Menahem — who ineiden- 
tally has done more to foster ten- 
nig in Jerusalem, particularly 
among the young, than any other 
man — a devout Mapainik for 
more than 50 years, waa rather 
upset by the publicity, but was 
satisfied when ἘΠῚ explained his 
motivations, 

If my memory serves me cor- 
rectly, Mra. Meir told the 
youngsters at the time that her 
objection was to Dr. Goldmann as 
negotlator, not to the Idea of 


negotiations. In the result, al] the 
boys who algned the letter served 
in the Army with distinction, and 
without being criticized in any 
way by their fellow-soldiers. Nor 
was ἘΠῚ ever harassed by the 
Securlty Service for this “black 
mark," although they did record 
that he once attended a Matzpen 
meeting out of curlosity. He 
emphasised that Matzpen had 
becn in no way Involved in the 
letter; in fact, at that meeting he 
was Called a Fascist. 

Now he Is studying law, and is 
more concerned with social than 
political problema; he hopes after 
he qualifies to work among delin- 
quoenta.
